Statement by Willianis. . 

In making his statement, Williams 
said: “After the arrangement for Har- 
per about the price, Night Jailer. Brown 
voluntarily allowed Groves and me to 
remain in the corridor during the first 
part of the night. 

“Early in the night he went to sleep 
a bench, leaving the keys to. the 
safe in which he kept the key to the 
combination lock to the cage where 
Barton and Harper were confined. Be- 
fore he lay down hé told Groves and 
ine to register on the watchman’s clock 
for him during the night. This we did, 
Groves registering from 6 o'clock. until

The window bars are of soft iron; and 
it would not have required many min- 
utes to dispose of them, provided, as the 
prisoners were. with saws, which were 
found near the window the next morn- 
ing.

An Appeal for the Preservation of 
Our Forest. 


Editor Constitution: We are told in the 
early formation of our earth, the union of 
the various gases resulted in certain forma- 
tion of earth's components parts. The union 
of oxygen and hydrogen formed all the 
water. The union of oxygen and nitrogen 
formed the air we breathe. The union of 
oxygen and sillica formed every grain of 
sand. The union of oxygen and magnesium 
formed all the marble. The union of oxygen 
and calcium formed all the lime. The union 
of oxygen and aluminum formed all the red 
clay, etc., through the entire list, as the 
union of chlorine and sodium resulted in 
common salt, and while from great heat all 
was in an incandescent state, .as for in- 
stance, silver in a molten state has great 
affinity for and absorbs great quantities of 
oxygen, which if cooled very rapidly the sur- 
face is often broken by the escaping oxygen 
from the cooling silver. So while in a highly 
heated condition during earth formation the 
molten rocks fn all earth's great body had an 
affinity for and absorbed great quantities of 
carbon, which gas, deadly as it Is, is con- 
stantly escaping from the rock-ribbed inner 
portion of our earth body as it is daily 
cooling into our atmosphere. Enough is said 
to be in our atmosphere, if not so diluted 
with other gases, oxygen, etc., that if in 
concentrated state, to produce ten to fifteen 
feet of solid death around our globe. 

The carbon is plant food and is washed 
down into the earth as a fertilizer, a heavy 
per cent with each good rain. So when the 
farmer has his farm land well broken in 
proper condition to take in the rainfall his 
ground will not only take in and retain the 
moisture, but the ammonia and carbon also 
brought down from the atmosphere to fer- 
tilize the plant life of earth. But this car- 
bon {is death when undiluted to all animal 
and is generated and thrown off from 
our bodies in every breath we breathe or 
respire. ‘That is one reason ton many people 
should not remain too long !n a close sick 
room, as renders the air in that room 
too full of carbon, thereby a detriment to 
the patient, causing them to cough and 
have headache, and when from “necessity 
the poor are crowded up in one room with one 
or two sick in that room, I order and keep a 
kettle of water boiling (in cold weather 
especially when the doors are compelled to 
be kept closed) on the fireplace or stove, 
changing the contents frequently for fresh 
water, boiling the oxygen out of the water 
into the air, keeping that room filled with 
a soft, balmy oxygen, thereby relieving the 
feelings of the well people and materially 
benefiting the sick. 

I have lived all my life in the south, many 
years in the swamp in or near the Mississipp! 
river, and often noted the change in the 
health of our citizens as the seasons change. 
I noticed in the fall of the vear our people 
had chills and fever. All the swamp land 
covered with yellow leaves of autumn, 
the swamp was dry, yet the atmosphere 
till frost seemed filled with malaria in- 
fusoria, breathed in by the inhabitants, fill- 
ing their systems with that peculiar poison- 
producing chills, offen of the severest con- 
gestive type. When frost came it seemed 
to disappear, and the general health of the 
people improved from then on. In the spring 
as warm weather returned the great forest 
began to put out its soft downy foliage, tak- 
ing up all the water over the entire surfice 
of the swamp, except the deepest sloughs, 
lakes and cyprets lagoons. In the spring 
of the year our beautiful dense forest, the 
country dry, the health was aplendid. No 
chills and fever and apparently no malarial 
polson in the atmosphere. As a _ physician 
I noticed this year after year and I began 
to think why it was so in that same country, 
such fine health during the spring and sum- 
mer months, and so soon as the summer 
months were over and the yellow leaf of au- 
tumn appeared the inhabitants were stricken 
down with chills and fever. Country per- 
fectiy dry, the same climate, no atmospheric 
changes, yet we had chills, the air seemed 
filled with malaria poison. 

Noting the theory, and a correct one, I sup- 
pose, that every leaf of that dense swamp 
forest during its growing and green stage 
was pouring out from its upper surface oxy- 
gen, that life-sustaining, health-giving ele- 
ment to man, neutralizing all atmospheric 
poison, destroying the malaria of that swamp, 
while the lower surface of every green leaf 
was drinking in from the atmosphere great 
volumes of carbon, that poison to all animal 
life, down through the every carbon inlet on 
the under surface of each leaf, drawing, and 
no doubt destroying, the intusoria, animal- 
cule or malaria poison, with the carbon as 
it ig drawn down into the leat through the 
stem and in tne body of that tree, there 
meeting with the fluid circulation brought 
up from earth by the rootlets, is there oy 
sume peculiar metabolic or nutritive process 
of nature in the body of that plant converted 
into wood fiber, increasing the timber in 
the body of every tree and oush of plant life 
in that. forest. While drinking in and ap- 
propriating that devitalizing, depressing health 
and life-destroying element, converting it in- 
to a useful preduct for man's benefit, at the 
Same tline giving off oxygen, that life and 
health sustainer, rendering the atmosphere 
of that swamp during the spring and sum- 
mer as pure and invigorating as any meun- 
tain air in America. 

But as soon as the good work of the forest 
as a health preserver is destroyed by the com- 
ing autumn, turning the beaviful green 
forest into a yellow waving eea of golden 
color, the air at once seems filled with ma- 
laria polson and chills and fever seize the 
inhabitants. 

So on this theory I make an appeal] to the 
people of our nation, on the mountain, .en 
the hills, in the valleys, by all means pre- 
serve or do not wantonly destroy a tree of 
our remaining forest. But each year let 
every man of our nation observe Arbor day 
and plant out one or more trees to grow 
in place of others which have been cut down. 
I ask it for the benefit, the beauty and the 
health of our nation.

Writes of Indictment of Holcomb. 


The Constitution is in receipt of the 
following communication from a mem- 
ber of the Bartow county grand jury 
which recently indicted Rev. Walt Hol- 
comb on charge of using improper lan- 
guage in the presence of ladies, in 
which he refers to the statement re- 
cently issued by the pastors of Carters. 
Ville, defending Mr. Holcomb. This 
statement was signed by the govern- 
ing board of the Sam Jones Tabernacle, 
which is formed of all the pastors’ of 
Cartersville. 

The communication is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: My attention has been 
called to an article published in your issue of 
the 9th instant headed, ‘‘Jury’s Action is 
Discussed,’’ in which the grand jury of Bar- 
town county, recently in session, is criticized 
and its motives impugned because it found 
a true bill of indictment against the Rev. 
Mr. Walter Holcomb for using obscene lan- 
guage in the presence of females. As one 
of that jury I resent the unwarranted in- 
terference of the men whose names are 
signed to the article and protest against the 
uncalled-for and thinly-velled aspersion of 
the motives which actuated the jury in its 
finding. 

Mr. Editor, the jurors were on their oaths. 
A credible witness testified that he was 
present and heard the Rev. Mr. Walter Hol- 
comb use the language quoted in the bill of 
indictment. (I cannot quote it here—vou 
would not publish it), What other actton 
could the jury have taken? To take no ae- 
tion and ignore the bill would have made 
every juror forsworn. So much for the erft#- 
cism launched at the grand jury.

To these inquiries he has uniformly stated 
that the law does not name any particular 
article, but is directed against the sale of 
any article which if drunk to excess wilj 
produce intoxication. He-says that he has no 
authority to rule upon any articie so as to 
exempt it from the operation of the law, but 
it is a question of fact to be determined by 
the jury in the light of the evidence in each 
instance. 

The attorney general 
had noticed in certain newspapers the state- 
ment that he had ruled that a certain cider 
put on sale by wholesale dealers in the city 
of Atlanta could be sold with impunity. He 
begs to inform the public that he has made 
no such ruling for the reason stated, that 
he has no authority to specify any particular 
article as not within the terms of the prohibi- 
tion law. He said any representations made 
by dealers in order to sel! their wares that 
he has ruled that such article {s not within 
the provisions of the prohibition law, Its an in- 
justice to him and an imposition upon the 
public. He makes this statement in justice 
to the public since such publications are cal- 
culated to mislead innocent people.

WHEAT DECLINED

higher stages of the rally and seemed 
exhausted in a final reg@ction. The 
| narket, in fact, became profoundly dull 
in the latter part of the day. Some of 
the rumors which were in circulation 
yesterday looked somewhat absurd in 
the more somber atmesphere of oyer- 
night consideration, the news publi- 
cations practically ignofting them, by 
reason of their unauthentic character. 
A covering movement by the bears was 
a natural consequence of these condi- 
tions, There was, at the same time, 
a cessation of pressure to sell, which 
looked like liquidation yesterday, and 
was pressed with some urgency. The 
technical condition of the market wag 
so far altered that unfavorable de- 
velopments were without effect in 
checking’ the tendency toward recovery. 
Sentiment on the industrial outlook 
was somewhat cheered by quite a va- 
riety of reports of resumption of work 
by factories which have been closed 
down. These reports were mixed, how- 
ever, with others of fresh reduction of 
working force in some lines, as, for 
example, the reported intention of the 
American Car and Foundry Company to 
shut down plants in various states, 
employing 15,000 men. The company's 
stock advanced a point in the price 
at the stock exchange. There came 
a report also that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad had 36 per cent of its equip- 
ment idle. Pennsvivania did not share 
in the general strength of the market. 
The Rock Island securities also showed 
some unfavorable effect from the 
heavy cut in earnings reflected by the 
December report. 

An incident of the day, that was of 
considerable influence in improving 
sentiment, was the recovery in the New 
York city 41-2 per cent bonds on the 
ftock exchange, which gave a more 
hopeful feeling over the prospects for 
success of the $50,000,000 new issue on 
Friday, an offering of greater volume, 
by the way, than has ever before been 
made at one time. Nominal quota- 
tions were made for the new bonds in 
the outside market, “when and as 
usual,” at 104 bid, and 105 1-2 asked. 
The price realized by the city on the 
previous sale of 41-2's in September 
was 102.063. The outcome of this sale 
is likely to have an important effect 
on finyncial opinion, if it results either 
in a pronounced success or a marked 
disappointment. 

Railroad and other corporations are 
in urgent need of new capital to push 
extension work and even to pay for 
new equipment already delivered. Their 
ability to secure it may be of far reach- 
ing importance in settling the period 
of renewed productive activity by nu- 
merous industries.
